WASHINGTON While more Americans 
than ever before are quitting their cigarette 
habit, a growing number also are turning to 
large cigars and pipes, suggesting that gains 
in curbing tobacco consumption may be 
more elusive than previously thought. 

The findings were outlined in a report re- 
leased Thursday by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. Overall consump- 
tion of smoked tobacco products declined 
27.5 percent between 2000 and 2011, but 
use of non-cigarette, smoked tobacco prod- 
ucts increased by a whopping 123 percent in 
that same time. 

One major explanation for the trend is 
likely price, particularly in the latter part 
of the decade as Americans grappled with 
a weak economy and high unemployment. 

In 2009, a federal excise tax was enacted 
and as a result, pipe tobacco, loose tobacco 
and cigars were taxed at a significantly low- 
er rate than cigarettes. Responses by the 
tobacco industry to the tax and resulting 
price shifts have further compounded the 
problem, according to the GDC. 

“Cigarette-like {tobacco products], for- 
merly thought of as small cigars, have 
been modified slightly by the manufac 
turers .... so that they can be taxed at 
the lower rate,” said Terry Pechacek, 
CDC’s associate director of science, 
and an author on the report. 

As a result, such small cigars, 
which resemble cigarettes, are far 
cheaper, selling for about $1.40 


per pack versus $5, Pechacek said, hunger 
consumers in particular are responding to 
the shift in pricing and consumption pat- 
terns. 

“The rise in cigar smoking, which other 
studies show is a growing problem among 
youth and young adults, is cause for alarm,” 
said Tim McAfee, director of CDC’s Office 
on Smoking and Health. 

McAfee cited a recent report from the 
surgeon general, which showed that nearly 
all smokers start before they are 26 years 
old, making young consumers the most 
important target for stop- 
ping the epidemic.

City’s new pot law 
meets Lollapalooza

Chicago’s new pot ticket law goes into effect 
during the middle of Lollapalooza, an annual 
lakefront music bash that organizers once 
hyped as a “fully baked” festival complete 
with promotional rolling papers. 

But hipsters who blaze up while blissfully 
listening to Jack White or Chief Keef won’t 
have to be paranoid about getting slapped 
with the $250 fine at the center of the city’s 
push to decriminalize marijuana. 

The pot ticket ordinance will not apply at 
the fenced-in grounds in Grant Park because 
it’s Chicago Park District property That ex- 
ception to the new rules means that police in- 
stead will continue to arrest those caught in the 
park with less than 15 grams of cannabis, the 
equivalent of about 25 cigarette-sized joints. 

Lest weed-partaking attendees feel they’re 
in the cross hairs of a more punitive drug policy 
than folks elsewhere in the city consider this: 
Last year, police made exactly zero marijuana- 
related arrests among the 270,000 people who 


passed through the Lollapalooza gates. 

That’s in keeping with the general unspo- 
ken vibe at many outdoor concerts, where the 
smell of marijuana smoke wafts through the 
summer air and officers largely take a look- 
the-other-way stance to all but the most bla- 
tant toking. It’s a tradition that predates even 
Black Sabbath, the geriatric, famously druggy 
co-headliners at Lollapalooza on Friday night. 

Police are mum about whether they’ll en- 
force the city’s marijuana law more strictly 
come Saturday Department spokeswoman 
Melissa Stratton said there is no special order 
not to bust those at Lollapalooza. 

“If an officer sees use of marijuana taking 
place they will make an arrest, just as they 
will with any other illegal {or} illicit activity,” 
Stratton said in an email. 

Officials with C3 Presents, the festival’s 
promoters, declined comment. They drew at- 
tention in 2006 when Lollapalooza-branded 
rolling papers were given out at a news con- 
ference in advance of the festival. 


DREW PETERSON TRIAL 

No mistrial, but possibly missteps 


Prosecutors avoided a mistrial in the Drew 
Peterson murder trial Thursday but suffered 
other apparent setbacks, including one that 
led them to delay calling a key witness. 

The prosecutors, who allege that Peter- 
son drowned his third wife, Kathleen Savio, 
seemed unfazed by the developments. But 
defense attorneys were pleased with how the 
trial was unfolding. 

“They haven’t laid a glove on us,” defense 


attorney Joel Brodsky said of prosecutors. 

On Wednesday, Judge Edward Burmila 
halted the trial and considered the highly un- 
usual step of ordering a mistrial after Savio’s 
neighbor testified that he believed Peterson 
tried to send him a message by leaving a bullet 
on his driveway The judge then instructed ju- 
rors Thursday to ignore the testimony, which 
he said was improperly elicited by the pros- 
ecution.

A record payday 
for Chick-f il-A 


Chick-fil-Asays it set a sales record Wednesday the day that 
supporters rallied around the fast-food chain amid a debate 
over its president’s opposition to same-sex marriage. 

The chain won’t release sales numbers, but “we can con- 
firm reports that it was a record-setting day” said Steve 
Robinson, Chick-fil-A’s executive vice president of market- 
ing. 

Former Arkansas Gov Mike Huckabee had called on peo- 
ple to buy food at the chain Wednesday which he dubbed 
“Chick-fil-A Appreciation Day,” after a backlash against the 
company and their president. 

The controversy started after an interview with the fast- 
food restaurant chain’s president and COO, Dan Cathy ap- 
peared in The Baptist Press on July i6. He weighed in with 
his views on family 

“We are very much supportive of the family — the biblical 
definition of the family unit,” Cathy said. “We are a family- 
owned business, a family-led business, and we are married to 
our first wives. We give God thanks for that.” 

On a Facebook page Huckabee created announcing the 
event, more than 620,000 people said they would partici- 
pate. 

He called for a response to a backlash against the restau- 
rants and its president. Customers flocked to the restau- 
rants Wednesday many showing their support for the chain 
and Cathy’s opposition to same-sex marriage.

Friday at PlayStation stage 
Background: Zebo, 31, is a resident DJ at 
the Mid. He lives in Pilsen. 

Why he thinks he got the pre-Black 
Sabbath set: “I’ve done work for [event 
organizers] C3 before ... and I’m a fairly di- 
verse DJ, and one that can read the crowd 
and really play to the crowd ... I think they 
were looking for somebody that could 
come out and do a DJ set and kinda cater 
to that audience that would be out there, 
and that’s been a huge part of what I’ve pre- 
pared for my set.” 

What to expect: “As crazy as it sounds, 

I’m playing a lot of rock, metal tracks-a lot 
of stuff that was remixed into [different] 
styles of dance music, electro or dubstep, 
or some flat-out rock tracks themselves. It’s 
also caused me to put a little bit more into 
the visual side of it. I have a gentleman who 
goes by Brain Killer who has shot some vid- 
eo for my set and will be doing images for 
it, along with some performers that will be 
doing various burlesque and prop design 
and body modification. We’re really trying 
to push that rock element with it.” 

Past Lolla experience: Attended in ’94 and 
saw Metallica and Rancid. Zebo also played 
the Perry’s stage at Lolla in ’08. 

What he learned in *08: “Even If you’re 
playing earlier in the day, there’s going to 
be a lot of people out there and they’re go- 
ing to go hard with it.”

Sound: “We just realized we’re a rock band. 
That’s really all there is to it. I think we used 
to hide behind things we weren’t comfort- 
able with doing-synths, pianos, stuff like 
that.” 

What to expect: “I’ve never been more ex- 
cited about what we’ve been doing. I don’t 
know how to put this without sounding like 
it’s a sporting event but when we step off 
the stage it’s like the world is spinning.

REDEYE 

When it comes to late-night eats, tacos do 
the job and pizza by the slice hits the spot. 
But there isn’t a better portable drunk food 
than double-fried potatoes in a parchment 
paper cone, ^s, my friends, I’m talking 
about Belgian frites. 

Shops hawking this addictive snack can be 
found all over Belgium, and some U.S. cities 
have been blessed with their own late-night 
fry shacks, which serve steaming-hot frites to 
sauced-up bargoers. In New York, a minis- 
cule alley-sized East Village fry shop called 
Pommes Frites (“fried potato” in French) is 
considered one of the best. 


Backwoods nil

Fucky for Chicago, one of Pommes Frites’ 
many fans happens to be a partner in Wood, 
a recently opened small-plates restaurant in 
Boystown. 

The owners carved out space at the back 
of the restaurant for a pass-through window 
connected to the kitchen, and Backwoods, 
Chicago’s first late-night Belgian frites shop, 
was born. 


To be fair, plenty of local restaurants serve 
perfectly lovely Belgian-style frites, which 
are fried not once but twice for a soft, tender 
inside and golden, crispy outside. Some 
even serve them in the traditional paper 
cones, but when they’re propped up in fancy 
wrought-iron holders on your table, the ef- 
fect just isn’t quite the same. 

There’s also a Belgian frites booth called 
Frietkoten, ran by a very nice gent from the 
Netherlands named Jeroen Hasenbos, but it’s 
located inside Ogilvie Transportation Center 
in the Chicago French Market, which is 
locked up tight by 7 p.m. 

Considering some of my best memories 
of living in New Y)rk involve clutching a 


grease-soaked cone at Pomme Frites, I didn’t 
need an excuse to chow down at Backwoods. 
Here’s how to make the most of your trip. 

Save some cash 

Next to the emergency cab money in your 
wallet, you’ll also want to stash some emer- 
gency frites money: $5 to be exact. Back- 
woods is cash-only and a fiver will buy you 
a cone of fries— big enough for one hungry 
person to finish— plus one dipping sauce. It 
opens at 10 p.m. Sunday through Wednesday 
and II p.m. Thursday through Saturday and 
stays open until 2 a.m. or so, depending on 
how busy it gets. 
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What’s with Wood? 

Tell your friends you’re head- 
ed to a place called Wood in 
Boystown and you’ll get a laugh. 
But Franco Gianni (Tank, Sushi 
Wabi), who opened the restau- 
rant along with business partners 
Theodora Koutsougeras and 
Dean Hervochon, explained the 
significance of the name: 

“Wood came about simply be- 
cause we’re using a wood-fired 
oven for our flatbreads and lots 
of our dishes are finished in the 
wood-burning oven. Not to men- 
tion a lot of the finishes in the res- 
taurant [are wood], like the wall is 
burned cedar plank, wood table 
tops, wood bar top. ... Mainly the 
reason is, my father’s family busi- 
ness has been woodworking, and 
my dad passed away last summer, 
so for him, he always wanted me 
involved in the family business, 
but I never was. I’ve always stayed 
in the restaurant business since 
I graduated school. I decided I 
wanted to call it Wood for my 
way of being in the woodworking 
business.’’ 


step right up 

The entrance for Wood is on Halsted, but 
to find Backwoods, look for the glass door 
just east on Buckingham. I stepped inside 
and found myself in a cubby of a space, just 
big enough for myself and my two fry-loving 
friends, with an eye-level window looking 
into Wood’s kitchen. Batches of hand-cut 
Idaho potatoes (Chef Ashlee Aubin said he 
plans to switch to Kennebec potatoes from 
downstate Illinois when they’re available 
in a few weeks) pile up, already fried once 
and chilled anywhere from four hours to 
overnight. It takes about 90 seconds for 
each batch to get its second dip in seething- 
hot oil and a liberal sprinkling of kosher 
salt. Dipping sauce choices will rotate, 
Aubin said, and on my visit, it was barbecue 
sauce and aiolis flavored with truffle oil, 
garlic, sriracha, malt vinegar or curry You 
can count on ketchup, the only sauce that 
isn’t house-made, to always be on hand. 

“We played with some different flavored 
ketchup, but to me, honestly, there is not 
a ketchup in the world better than Heinz,” 
he said. The biggest advantage of making a 
frites stop with a group is convincing each 
of your friends to order different sauces so 
that you can get a taste of them all. 

Park it 

One of my favorite parts of New Y)rk’s Pom- 
mes Frites was the highly coveted tables with 
holes drilled right through the top; you could 
just stick your cone right in and free your hands 
to stuff your face. But Backwoods is a to-go 
operation at the core, which is perhaps for 


the best; a cone of frites is best savored (more 
like scarfed) while walking (more like stum- 
bling) back home from the bar. Standing with 
steaming-hot cones in hand and doubting our 
balancing abilities, my friends I scanned for a 
bench and settled on the stoop of shuttered 
wine shop Kafka across the street. 

Dig in 

Even while sitting, we found ourselves in that 
all-too-familiar cocktail party conundrum: 
With a drink in one hand and a plate of hors 
d’oeuvres in the other, you don’t have a free 
hand to eat. Same logistical issue here, except 
with a fry cone in one hand and a sauce cup 
in the other, how do you get dipping? Since 
the sauce containers aren’t flat on the bottom 
(think pointy water cooler cups), I couldn’t 
set it down anywhere. As soon as my friend 
realized they’re the perfect shape to wedge 
into the top of your fry cone and dip away 
we were set. The frites themselves are decent 
specimens. Crispy, salty outside? Check. 
Fluffy baked potato-like inside? You bet. As 
for the sauces, the sriracha was clear-your- 
head kicky and the truffle aioli as rich as 
expected, but the garlic-herb aioli fell flat. 
When you’re halfway finished, just tear down 
the paper to get closer to the goods — and 
don’t bother complaining about the mess. 
While I lamented the lack of napkins with 
a mouthful of frites and fingers cloaked in 
grease, my pal saw no issue. “Just use your 
jeans!” he ordered.

Making ‘Babymakers’ 


Jay Chandrasekhar, Kevin Heffernan get way too graphic about their new movie

When you make a cult favorite comedy like 
Broken Lizard comedy troupe’s “Super Troop- 
ers,” it’s probably inevitable that you’ll get out 
of a speeding ticket or two. 

“{Co-star Steve Lemme] was going like 120 
miles an hour, and the cop pulled him over and 
[Steve] thought he was screwed,” says “Super 
Troopers” co-star Kevin Heffernan, whose latest 
comedy “The Babymakers,” opens Friday ‘And 
then the cop walked up to the [car] and he’s like, 
‘Do you know how fast you were going— “Super 
Troopers”!’ And then he lets him out of the tick- 
et, takes a picture with him by the side of the 
highway The kid turned into a giddy kid.” 

Ordinary problems also receive an extreme 
solution in “The Babymakers,” in which Tommy 


(Paul Schneider) and other dimwitted criminals 
(including Heffernan and director Jay Chan- 
drasekhar) plot to steal Tommy’s sperm from 
a sperm bank. The plan starts after Tommy re- 
alizes he can no longer provide any functional 
sperm in order for he and his wife (Olivia Munn) 
to conceive. 

At the Four Seasons Hotel, 43-year-old subur- 
ban Chicago native Chandrasekhar and Heffer- 
nan, 44, talked about a particularly memorable, 
sperm-filled scene in “The Babymakers,” a revo- 
lutionary new approach to the Olympics and 
what kind of pleasurable sounds are appropriate 
for network TV 

Since RedEye is a somewhat respectable 
newspaper, we can’t print much of the interview 
due to its focus on bodily fluids. But, we’ll leave 
you with the first QA exchange. 


YouVe talked about “The Babymakers” 
being like “Ocean’s Eleven” with sperm. 
How many people do you know who saw 
“Ocean’s Eleven” and said, “It was good, 
but ». just not nearly enough sperm”? 
Kevin Heffernan: “Needs more sperm!” 

I don’t know, Clooney and Matt Da- 
mon, Brad Pitt. 

Jay Chandrasekhar: What about them? 
KH: Well, there’s some people that 
might want some of that sperm. 

JC: Yeah, it would have been a better 
movie with sperm. Well, now you get 
to see it.

Once the 
ordinary Joes in 
“The Babymak- 
ers” become 
dumb criminals 
—in service of 
robbing a sperm 
bank— the movie transforms from a 
low-impact comedy with too many 
loose ends into a likably absurd mini-riff 
on “Ocean’s Eleven.” That is, if Danny 
Ocean was a schlub who was attracted 
to large melons on the cover of a food 
magazine and desperately needed to 
recover his only remaining functional 
sperm. 

Co-starring and directed by suburban 
Chicago native Jay Chandrasekhar (“Su- 
per Troopers,” “Beerfest”), “The Baby- 
makers” stars Paul Schneider (“Lars and 
the Real Girl”) and Olivia Munn (“Magic 
Mike”) as Tommy and Audrey a married 
couple struggling to conceive. He’s sure 
his boys can swim. After all, he financed 
Audrey’s engagement ring by secretly 
donating to a sperm bank— 20 times. 
Now Tommy’s sperm can no longer get 
it done, eventually resulting in the crack- 
pot robbery scheme with Tommy’s pals 
(Kevin Heffernan, Nat Faxon) and Ron 
Jon (Chandrasekhar), a supposed former 
member of the Indian mafia. 

There are a few really good laughs in 
“Babymakers,” particularly when Ron 
Jon hatches a plan that requires a very 
conspicuous parking lot concert to cover 
the noise involved. Frequently the script 
from Peter Gaulke and Gerry Swal- 
low (“Ice Age: The Meltdown,” “Black 
Knight”) settles for gags like Tommy 
accidentally turning up the volume on 
a porn movie featuring two women and 
ahorse or Wade (Heffernan) observing 
that there aren’t any gay fat guys (not 
true at all). Then it gets worse when 
Wade slip-slides around a room after 
an unfortunate incident with drums of 
semen and a rickety shelf 

A movie can crack you up a few times, 
but after a scene like that it’s tough to 
remember much else.

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*Babymakers’ star 
Munn shining bright

After nearly a decade of steadily rising in Hol- 
lywood, Olivia Munn is finding success on big 
and small screens with the HBO drama “The 
Newsroom” and director Steven Soderbergh’s 
movie “Magic Mike.” 

If working with two high-profile Oscar 
winners in Soderbergh and “Newsroom” cre- 
ator Aaron Sorkin was not enough, Munn is 
now taking her first leading role in the inde- 
pendent film comedy “The Babymakers,” 
which opens Friday 

A former host of TV network G4 and cor- 
respondent on Comedy Central’s “The Daily 
Show,” Munn portrays the wife of a man who 
cannot make her pregnant, so he gathers his 
friends to break into a sperm bank to steal the 
deposit he left years ago. 

“What I loved about the movie is the 
dynamic of this couple,” Munn, 32, said. 
“They’re in the early years of their marriage; 
they feel like they have time. Everything {on 
the reproductive side] seemed to be working 
before, but now there’s this problem.” 

“Babymakers” is directed by Jay Chan- 


drasekhar, who also appears in the film. Munn 
first met the director when he was a guest on 
her C4 program ‘Attack of the Show!” she 
won a beer-chugging contest. A friendship 
was born. 

On C4, which focuses on video game news 
and entertainment, Munn won fans for being 
funny sexy and game-sawy It also caught the 
attention of Jon Stewart, who signed her as a 
correspondent on his Emmy Award-winning 
comedy “The Daily Show,” which Munn says 
marked a turning point in her life. 

“It put me on a different level,” Munn said. 
“I was the first female on the show in seven 
years and the first correspondent in five years. 
When you change up something that people 
watch everyday, they are going to take notice.” 

One of those who noticed was “Daily 
Show” fan Sorkin. 

“The Newsroom” is not Munn’s first stab 
at the news or being part of an ensemble 
TV cast. The Oklahoma-born, Tokyo-raised 
Munn majored in journalism in college and 
worked for a time as a sports reporter. She 
guest starred on numerous TV shows before 


being cast in the short-lived 2011 NBC series, 
“Perfect Couples.” 

She has been on a roll since then. Male 
stripper movie “Magic Mike,” in which she 
portrays a lover of the lead character, has 
been one of Hollywood’s surprise hits, taking 
in $107 million in U.S. theaters so far. 

“The Newsroom,” in which Munn portrays 
financial analyst Sloan Sabbith, rode a wave 


of advance media hype ahead of its premiere 
and, despite mixed reviews, has been renewed 
for a second season. 

Munn called this a “very exciting” time in 
a career that has finally come together after 
years of hard work. And although she may 
not know what roles the future holds, she is 
certain of one thing: “I don’t want this to be

Anyone who splits, or avoids the movie 
entirely won’t miss much. This PG-13, 
CGI-packed update of the more violent 
1990 Schwarzenegger flick screams “generic 
hackwork,” except “work” more fittingly 
describes the experience of watching it than 
the effort put into making it. At least the 
original “Total Recall,” based on a Philip K. 
Dick short story offered some examination 
of its artificial memories vs. reality subject 
matter along with a handful of memorably 
weird moments. The remake omits nearly all 
of those oddities and any complexity whatso- 
ever, taking five more minutes to tell a story 
five times as dumb. 

Colin Farrell steps in for Schwarzenegger 
as Doug Quaid, an ordinary schmo working 
as a robot technician or something like that.

surprise! He already is one. 

If a guy played by Michael Cera or Jason 
Schwartzman found out he was actually a 
deadly spy that would be a shocker. 

Anyway Doug then lands in the middle of 
a long-standing battle between the powerful 
Cohaagen (Bryan Cranston) and a resistance 
leader played by Bill Nighy whose brief 
performance seemingly imitates Splinter 
from “Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles.” It’s all 
an excuse for excessively mundane fighting 
and shooting, despite the frequent presence 
of shiny interactive technology and action se- 
quences that pale when compared to Steven 
Spielberg’s 2002 Dick adaptation, “Minority 
Report.” “Recall” also withers next to the 
killer-searching-for-the-truth-about-himself 
“Bourne” franchise, whose latest installment 
“The Bourne Legacy” (out Aug. 10) was origi- 
nally set to come out this week and really 
make “Total Recall” look bad. 

Of course, the movie looks plenty bad on 
its own. As a woman who proves to exist not 
just in Doug’s dreams, Jessica Biel demon- 
strates why she rarely lands parts better than 
this in movies better than this. Those who 
lamented the plot holes of “Prometheus” will 
miss the relative believability there; “Total 
Recall” glosses over the details of this soci- 
ety’s class bias and Doug’s entire reason for 
existing. It also anchors an action sequence 
around a bomb idiotically set to go off in 22 
seconds. Would you believe that leaves plenty 
of time for the heroes to get away?

Farrell totally recalls unease about Total Recall’

More than two decades after the blockbuster 
success of the Arnold Schwarzenegger action 
film “Total Recall,” Colin Farrell is stepping 
into the muscleman’s big shoes in a reboot, 
but if it seems like a dream job, Farrell initially 
wasn’t so gung-ho. 

As flattered as the 36 -year-old Irish actor 
was to be offered the part, he admits “there 
was a part of me that was honestly afraid of 
judgment of people” who held the original 
film so dear to their hearts. 

“Films to some of us feel sacrosanct and the 
idea of remaking something seems like an in- 
sult to the original when in fact it’s not,” he 
told reporters at a recent press conference to 
promote the movie. 

To cure his unease, the actor sat down with 
director Len Wiseman, talked about changes 
to the new movie and decided it was clear the 
makers wanted a somewhat different tale— 
one with slightly less brawn and a bit more 
brain. 

“While honoring the same conventions 
and concepts and narrative plot points as 
the original story, this seemed to stand on its 
own,” Farrell said. 


The first movie in 1990 was directed 
by Paul Verhoeven and starred Sharon Stone 
and former bodybuilder Schwarzenegger who 
then was at the top of his action hero form. 

The sci-fi tale was loosely based on a story 


by writer Philip K. Dick and told of a man 
who goes on a “virtual vacation” in his mind 
to Mars, only to find he is being hunted and 
must fight his way back to reality “Total Re- 
call” became a huge hit, raking in $260 million 


at worldwide box offices. 

The new film is also based on Dick’s story 
“We Can Remember It For You Wholesale” 
and co-stars Jessica Biel, Bryan Cranston 
and Wiseman’s real-life wife, Kate Beckin- 
sale. Farrell plays the same basic character, 
Douglas Quaid, who takes a vacation by strap- 
ping himself in a chair and going on a “mind 
trip.” 

As with the first film, science goes awry and 
Quaid soon finds himself hunted by police be- 
fore teaming with a rebel fighter (Biel) who 
explains he’s really a super-spy working for an 
underground resistance. 

Key differences include one of his pursu- 
ers— a role played by Beckinsale is an amal- 
gamation of two characters in the original— 
and Wiseman’s film takes place entirely on 
Earth. 

Still, some scenes pay homage to the origi- 
nal. Wiseman said he made a list of elements 
that stayed with him over the 22 years since 
he’d last seen the film, at age 14. 

“The three-breasted woman was very much 
at the top of my list,” Wiseman, 39, said with 
a laugh. “I remember the immigration booth 
where the face splits open.”

“This is the stair- 
case I would come 
up,” she says, near the 
sort of stairs a Disney 
princess would use, “if I was going to visit the 
children.” 

Sadly this extravagantly rich couple and 
their eight children do not know what’s 
ahead. In director Lauren Greenfield’s tre- 
mendous documentary packed with terrific 
details, greed is not good. It is a slow, self- 
inflicted wound whose pain hits hard and fast 
once the economy drops out and people who 
made their money in the wrong industries 
suddenly hold giant bags with doUar signs but 
nothing in them. 

No, the Siegels don’t have Scrooge 
McDuck-esque dollar-sign bags, but the com- 
parison fits. They have seemingly every other 
indulgence available to those with funds and 
an imagination. Then the money runs out 
and most of the in-house help must be laid 
off, the kids are forced to go from private to 
public school and there aren’t enough hands 
to clean up after all their cute dogs. Nothing 
sucks the sparkle out of a mansion like urine

and poop on the floor. 

Though both 74-year-old David and 
43 -year-old Jackie— a former model and 
Mrs. Florida who maybe a trophy wife but 
stands by her man in the hard times — came 
from modest upbringings, “The Queen of 
Versailles” depicts successful people care- 
lessly infatuated with the rewards of their 
own success. And they’re seemingly oblivious 
to the fact that they don’t interact with their 
kids at all or have a happy family David’s a 
workaholic who treats his adult son like a 
professional colleague; Jackie, whose clothes 
struggle to contain fake breasts she clearly 
prefers to let breathe, demonstrates why Da- 
vid says being married to her is “like having 
another child.” 

Greenfield’s storytelling command doesn’t 
point and laugh at the excess. She merely 
marvels at the accumulating ironies, includ- 
ing David, whose parents lost much of their 
money in Vegas, struggling to maintain his 
centerpiece Vegas property in spite of family 
members’ and investors’ wishes. 

This real-life tragedy astounds and fasci- 
nates with anecdotes (the Siegels’ limo driver 
used to be a millionaire but went broke) and 
constant, iconic demonstrations of excess 
run amok. At one point, Jackie and her 
daughter question whether their pet lizard 
has died and shudder when discovering him 
face down in his cage. Says another Siegel 
kid: “I didn’t even know we had a lizard.”

If “Killer Joe” is about anything— and 
it barely is —it’s about how a bunch of 
amoral fools ignore the wishes of the only 
pure person among them. 

The NC-17-rated movie’s own crime is 
being more interested in the sins of the 
guilty than their effect on the innocent. 
Adapted by Pulitzer Prize-winning Chica- 
goan Tracy Letts from his play “Killer Joe” stars Emile Hirsch as 
Chris, a lowlife constantly catching up to his own mistakes. He’ll 
be killed if he can’t pay off a $6,000 debt soon, so he has an idea: 
Hiring Dallas detective/murderer-for-hirejoe (Matthew McCo- 
naughey) to take care of the mom who just threw Chris out of her 
house. That leaves Chris, his sister Dottie (Juno Temple), their dad 
Ansel (Thomas Haden Church) and stepmom Sharia (Gina Ger- 
shon) to collect on a $50,000 insurance policy after Joe receives 
$25,000 for his services. 

But Joe is not a man you want to risk disappointing. Following 
what could be an Oscar-nominated turn (really) in “Magic Mike,” 
McConaughey chills in “Killer Joe,” allowing the character’s per- 
petual aura of menace to bubble so close to the surface that it can 
burst without Joe even needing to raise his voice. As Dottie, a vir- 




gin whom Joe considers a retainer 
for his work since Chris can’t pay 
up front. Temple (“The Dark Knight 
Rises”) delivers a young woman caught 
up in a situation that’s about 10,000 times 
heftier than anything she’s experienced before. 

Yet Letts and director William Friedkin (“The Exorcist”), 
constructing a story that sometimes recalls “Double Indemnity” 
or just drunk Hitchcock, indulge the sleaze without much concern 
for the unconvincingly self-aware people or their relationships. 
Chris’ guilt comes out of nowhere; the crucial dynamic between 
Joe and Dottie occurs almost entirely off-screen and fails to regis- 
ter as an unlikely bond. 

So unlike complex trash such as “Black Snake Moan” or enjoy- 
able filth like “Wild Things,” the tense, often-funny “Killer Joe” 
features horrifying behavior for shock value alone. That it also 
makes us laugh may be more revealing than the movie itself

Matthew McConaughey has spent most of 
the past decade starring in romantic com- 
edy movies such as “The Ghost of Girl- 
friends Past,” but in recent years his roles 
have been edgier, which is the case with 
“Killer Joe.” 

“Killer Joe” finds McConaughey in the 
title role of a cop who moonlights as con- 
tract killer in the crime thriller directed by 
“The Exorcist” maker William Friedkin. 

McConaughey, 42, recently played a de- 
fense attorney in “The Lincoln Lawyer” 
and a district attorney trying to put away 
a murderer in “Bernie.” In June, he bared 
almost all as the slick owner of an all-male 
strip club in “Magic Mike.” The star sat 
down to talk about “Killer Joe” and his ca- 
reer choices. 

What drew you to a low-budget, 
independent film that was dark and 
twisted, yet also comedic? 

It was real good character work for me, a 
real challenge and exercise In Introversion. 
Because this character Is very, very Introvert- 
ed. In “Magic Mike,” [his character] Dallas Is 
all extroversion, all showman. Killer Joe lives 
In the shadows, picking out times when he 
shows you some light. 

He is a ruthless killer, but has a soft spot for 
his client’s sister. He makes the audience 
gasp in horror and laugh nervously. 

He’s a guy who needs family at the bottom of 
It all. That’s what he’s looking for. It’s wonder- 
fully twisted, cheerfully amoral, provocative 
and It’s upsetting your stomach, but you’re 
laughing at the same time. And you’re ques- 
tioning yourself: “Walt a minute, which emo- 
tion should 1 be feeling? Is It OK to laugh?” 

Did you choose to play him sinister 
or with humor? 

I never chose to play sinister, just play him 
clear. Half the time he whispers. He speaks 
his words very clearly. He’s not In a rush. 

Every move Is very deliberate. If a character 
Is doing that, those characters can become a 
little scary where you’re like, “Man, If this guy 
got off balance, this could be trouble.” 

You spent the better part of a decade do- 
ing romantic comedies with Kate Hudson, 
Sarah Jessica Parker, Jennifer Garner and 
Jennifer Lopez. Has it been a conscious de- 
cision to take a break from that genre? 

It’s been conscious. I’ve been seeing some ro- 
mantic comedies and some action-adventure 
film stories that 1 just felt like I’d either 1) done 
a version of them before or 2) felt like I could 
do them tomorrow. And you know what? 
Nothing wrong doing something you feel like 
you can do tomorrow. But let me do some- 
thing I’m not comfortable with, that quick. 

Let me do something I’m really excited about 
getting on the other side of the mystery with, 
but I don’t know the answer [to].

Unfortunately writer-director Rodrigo 
Cortes (“Buried”) never allows us to give in to 
the possibility Drs. Buckley and Matheson 
reject— that perhaps someone could be capa- 
ble of powers beyond scientific justification. 
Seemingly everyone in the media and the 
public in “Red Lights” buys into what Silver’s 
selling, which probably doesn’t represent how 
the off-screen universe feels about on-stage 
psychics/magicians/whatever you want to call 
them. The film also hinges on a big revelation 
that you’ll see coming a mile away and a final 
twist that strains to pull a fast one when the 


movie’s few strengths are its somber exami- 
nations of curiosity and doubt. 

Cortes captures the irresistible mystery of 
playing amateur detective into the alleg- 
edly incredible without the fascination or 
tension of “The Prestige.” Some people can 
spot a fake; others prefer to go along for the 
ride. There’s something disappointing about 
mental gymnastics that sacrifice an actual 
perspective for an empty sleight of hand.
